The statement in part follows: 

This office receives and investigates 
every complaint of peonage in the 
state of Georgia. The bulk of our 
work now is on peonage complaints, 
and there are more of these than all 
other cases combined. 

“ My impression is that the bulk of 
white residents are guiltless of inten- 
tional violations of the peonage law 
just as the bulk of white citizens are 
wholeheartedly back of our efforts to 
stamp out peonage.”

CITY HALL HANDLING OF 
ELECTION FIGURES. 


The Municipal Voters’ league says that the 
Thompson city hall organization is just about get- 
ting away with murder when it holds up election 
returns. That is the strong arm in politics. The 

‘d method of, handling returns employed the 
police and the City Press association. Policemen 
brought the figures from the precincts to which 
they had been assigned during the polling and 
the City Press tabulated them. 

Bulletins were issued and tables followed. Re- 
sults were made known as rapidly as possible and 
they were made known through an organization 
not interested in the outcome. The only object 
sf the City Press was to obtain accuracy and 
speed. 

This method was used for twenty years or more, 
under various administrations and through all 
sorts of political fights. Now, under the Thomp- | 
son arrangement, the doors of independent pub- 
licity are closed. ‘The police take the figures to 
the city hall and they are kept by the Thompson 
politicians. The tabulations are made by the men 
interested in the results. 

When the city hall cares to make the result 
known it is announced. It is a significant de 
parture from a method which gave an impartial, 
unofficial statement of results. The M. V. L. saya 
thet in earlier days the holding up of returns was 
practiced to permit tampering with figures which 
were unfavorable. There were different election 
methods in those days and returns were more 
easily falsified, but it is not impossible now. 

The city hall alone knows, under the present 
sysi:4m, how an election is going. It knows, ana 
during the progress of the count in the 
precine.s. It alone knows as the precincts come 
in complete. Later the precinct judges and clerks 
take the tally sheets and ballot boxes to the election 
commissioners and the city hall alone knows what 
the sheets show. Until the election commissioners 
have canvassed the returns, which is merely com- 
paring tally marks with extended totals, the only 
thing the public knows of an election is what has 
been announced by the city hall, 

A canvass of the vote establishes merely the 
superficial accuracy of the tally sheets. It should 
indicate that no more votes were counted than 
could be cast and it should indicate that no candi- 
date was credited with more votes than the tally 
marks showed were counted for him, but that ts 
virtually all a canvass reveals and it is not neces- 
sarily a proof of what is in the ballot boxes. Only 
a recount gives that verification.

HERE is some statistical proof that 
women have achieved something 
besides suffrage tn the last thirty 
years. 

It has not been thought that man could 
by taking thought add a cubit to his 
stature. Maybe men cannot, but wom- 
en can. A thoroughly scientific woman, 
Dr. C. D. Mosher of Leland Stanford 
university, comes forward with statis- 
tical proof that women who have at- 
tended that university during the last 
thirty years are increasing in height 
and weight, though the average age is 
lower now than at the beginning of the 
observation. 

In the year 1891 the average height of 
the women students was 62.4 inches. 
There may have been error in the meas- 
urements of this crowd, because the 
average height of the group in 1892 was 
63.2 and the average for the ten year 
period was 63.2. In the next decade 
1901 to 1910, the average height was 63.5. 
In the last decade, 1911 to 1920, the aver- 
age was 63.8. The tallest group of 
all, 1917, averaged 64.1 inches.

FOR RAILROAD COMPETITION, 

Grand Haven, Mich., April 1.—{Editor 
of The Tribune.]—I was much interested 
in your editorial on “ Rallroad Adjust- 
ment,” especially so in the paragraph 
regarding “ development of waterways.” 

We are fortunately situated on a water- 
way, so is Chicago, but when it cOmes 
to rates we pay the same by boat as by 
rail, and we understand the reason for 
this is that by a ruling of the interstate 
commerce commission steamboats have 
to charge the same rate as the railroads. 
The distance via steamboat to Chicago 
from Grand Haven is 108 miles; the dis- 
tance via rail is 174 miles—yet the rate 
is the same. 

The freight rate situation, and also the 
labor situation, so far as railroads are 
concerned, would easily and quickly ad- 
just themselves if the railroads sold thelr 
commodities on the same basis as news- 
paper and other business men—that is, as 
a matter of competition. If the govern- 
ment would apply to itself, so far as the 
railroads are concerned, the Sherman 
anfi-trust law and so préyent combina- 
tions to advance rates under the guise 
of interstate commerce commission, we 
think the country would get down to a 
business basis much faster than it seems 
to be progressing at present.

Increase in 
wealth only served to inspire her to 
multiply her charities, encouraged by 
her generous and indulgent husband, 
and finding opportunity on every hand 
after the great conflagration of Chi- 
cago in 1871. Early and late she was 
found on her errands of mercy to the 
homeless, hér own home sheltering for 
days many who had lost their all. 

Charity was not her only though the 
greatest of her virtues. Every enter- 
prise for the advancement of any good 
thing for Chicago received from her

Mrs. Pullman was ever ready to sup- 
plement her husband’s fondness for 
entertaining, and it is probably true 
that they entertained more distin- 
guished people of our own and other 
countries in their pwn home than have 
any other private persons in the Unit- 
ed States. To» enumerate the long list 
whom I have met at their hospitable 
board would be to recite the names of 
most of the contemporary leaders of 
this country and of many abroad. 

Chicago owes to Mrs. Pullman's 
memory a full measure of gratitude for 
what she did in the long ago and up to 
the very day of her death toward main- 
taining its reputation for progress and 
hospitality. 

Mrs. Pullman was exceedingly mod- 
est about everything she did, follow- 
ing the spiritual injunction “let no 
they left hand know what thy right 
hand doeth.” She was timid as a girl, 
always putting some one else forward 
and allowing them to have the credit 
of achievement which belonged to her. 
Her loyalty to country, family, and 
friends was unusual. In the last years 
of her life she had great sorrow, and 
probably would have succumbed to her 
grief but for the ever vigilant devotion | 
of her daughter, Mrs. Lowden, who to 
the last was her solace and comfort.

Houston, former secretary of the treas- 
ury, in analyzing a country-wide sur.

The survey was made in all of the 
geographical divisions of the United 
States by field agents of the Fidelity 
and Deposit company of this city.

General 
transportation conditions in every state 
were reported “good,” and raw ma- 
terials plentiful. Savings a¢counts, the 
survey showed, increased in nineteen 
states.

Report Increase in Crime. 

Police officers of twenty-seven states 
gaid there has been a noticeable in- 
crease in crime over last September 
but a decrease was reported in Massa- 
chusetts, Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, District of Columbia, 
Virginia, West Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Kentucky, renee Alabama, and 
Mississippi. 

In every state it was said the farm- 
ers have not disposed of all their last 
season's crops. Acreage was reduced 
in-all states except Illinois, Iowa, Kan- 
eas, Missouri, Nebraska, and the Pa- 
cific Coast states. The crop outlook 
for 1921, however, in every case, was 
reported fair or good. 

Country Better Off. 


“The survey indicates that the busi- 
ness world still is feeling its way, but 
with increasing confidence and with 
the conviction that the worst has 
passed,” Mr. Houston said. 

“The country is better off today than 
it was three months ago. 

“The maintenance by retailers of a 
relatively high price level has been 
perhaps the chief stumbling block to 
quicken industrial activity. The 
great cut™in producers’ and whole- 
salers’ prices last summer and fall was 
mot followed by proportionate reduc- 


tions in the prices tu consumers. 


“An appreciable reduction.in wages 
is rioted in every section and in virtu- 
ally every kind of industry. The fact 
that savings accounts have increased’ 
would seem to indicate that wage re- 
diictions have not been as great as the 
Feductions im prices.

$2,385 MINIMUM 
LIVING WAGE IN 
PHILADELPHIA 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 3.—The min- 
imum wage level for Philadelphia at 
present is $2,385.27 a year, according 


to a survey completed by the Labor 
Bureau, Inc., for the Philadelphia Dis- 
trict council of the Brotherhood of 
Painters, Decorators and Paperhang- 
ers, it was announced tonight. 

The report states this figure repre- 
sents a wage level “ below which no 
family can afford to live without dan- 
ger of physical and moral deteriora- 
tion,” addimg that it represents not a 
“health and comfort” level but a 

“minimum of health and decency 
level.” 

The budget used is described for rus- 
band, wife and three children below 
the age of 14. 

The husband, according to the bud- 
get, is allowed one-half and the wife 
one-third of an overcoat a year. The 
wife is allowed _ only two nightgowns 
a year. The husband can get his suit 
pressed one a year. The wife is al- 
lowed a winter hat every other year. 
One cheap motion picture show a 
week is the only amusement men- 
tioned. No provision is made for a 
trip or vacation outside the city. Food 
takes $706, or 26.6 per cent, of the 
total yearly outlay, Clothing is the 
next largest item with $463, or 19.4 per 
cent. allowed.

Johnny Wilson is all wrong about 


those old timers. Johnny has simply 
picked up a forgotten art that hasn't 
been practiced since Bob Fitzsimmons, 
Kid McCoy and Tommy Ryan were 
fighting in the middleweight class.

on the head and if you don’t land right 


you waste a punch. The best is over 
the root of the eye-tooth, on either 
side. The next is on the point of the 
jaw, never straight on the point, but 
hitting from the side. The third is 
back of the ear, but that's too dan- 
gerous for me to use. 

“The nerves near the surface above 
the eye-tooth carry a shock directly 
to the brain and the eyes. The reason 
a chin punch must be from the side 
is that a straight blow pushes back 
against both sides of the jaw and they 
take up most of the shock, and a blow 
on either side of the chin carries a 
heavier jar and a sharp twist’ that 
shocks the brain.

RIBS AND PSYCHOLOGY. 
Kid McCoy has been a great stu- 
dent of the effect of blows. I remem- 
ber when McCoy was training to fight 
an unknown giant named Herr Henri 
John Joseph Plaacke, whom Clark 
Ball dug up as an opponent for Jef- 


Coy, who was little more than a mid- 
dleweight. McCoy stopped Plaacke’s 
rushes with a wicked lifting body 
punch and knocked him out a little 
later with a crack on the chin. Next 
day the Kid was explaining his theory 
of body punching. 
“TI use a lifting punch just below the 
edge of the ribs,” he said. “That 
drives the lower ribs together and 
hurts so much, the other fellow thinks 
his ribs are caved in and lowers his 
guard and I can get a clean shot at his 
chin. No, the punch at the edge of the 
ribs isn’t dangerous, but it takes the 
fight out of them better than any 
other punch I know. It doesn’t do 
much damage, but it hurts, and when 
a fellow thinks he’s badly hurt the ef- 
fect is just as good as if he was hurt. 
You get a fellow to think he’s beaten 
and it doesn’t take much more to beat 
him.” 
McCoy, it seems, went a little - be- 
yond “’natomy”; he delved in psy- 
chology as well. After watching Wil- 
son’s winning fight against O’Dowd I 
imagine he works a few psychological 
effects himself, although this is a study 
he may not have pursued at Tufts. 
For instance, he never retreated 
from O’Dowd’s rush in a straight line. 
When he wanted to retreat he took a 
few quick little steps around Mike in 
a circle, forcing Mike to turn around 
to follow him.

I’ve 
known similar injuries from throwing 
or lifting heavy weights, from wrest- 
ling, and in one case even from swing- 


About body blows—which Fitzsim- 
mons favored because they were less 
“mussy” than head blows—Bob said: 

“The best punch is in the pit of the 
stomach.
